Having, ¡is ho suspected, ««into cause for jealousy, In* 
went to ilie house on .Saturday night as appear», wiih 
the intention of murdering ln*r, for In* carried a hatchet 
with him. 
On going up into her room, quite hit** nt 
night, lie mentioned his saspieion«, and expressed n 
determination to quit her, and demanded Ins watch itt.d 
miniature together with »onto letters which were in lu*r 
possession. 
Him refused to give them up, and he then 
drew from beneath hi» clonk the hatchet, and inflicted 
upon her head three blows, either of which must have 
proved fatal, as the bone was cleft to the extent of 
three inches in each place. 
She died without n struggle ; and the cold blooded 
villain deliberately threw oil'Ins clonk, cast the lifcles* 
body upon the bed a n d set fir e to th a t. 
He then ran 
down stairs unperoeived l»y any person, went out of the 
back door and escaped in that manner. 
In a short time Mrs Townsend was roused by (fie 
smell of smoke»*~she rushed up stairs and saw the bed 
on fire and tho mangled body id' the unfortunate girl 
upon it. Hhe run down, raised the alarm , and the watch­ 
men rushing to the spot, rescued tho body and preserv­ 
ed the house from being consumed. 
Robinson’s cloak was in the room, anti at once they 
suspected tho murderer. Mr Noble, tin* assistant Captain 
of the W atch, instantly went and aroused Mr Brink. 
They received such information tie die horror stricken 
inmates could afford them , and proceeded on their j 
search. 
On Huriday morning, at seven o ’clock, Robin­ 
son wus arrested in lied at his boarding house, No 42 
Dey street, and brought at once to the house whore had 
been committed the Ibul deed.

Common L a w .— Few persons 
are acquainted with the original beauties of the Engb*h 
common law, under the mask of which a tyrunnical 
bunch are ejiforcing their own opinion aa law, and com­ 
pelling citizens to submit to tho operation o f these 
illegal nnd ex post fa cto laws 
W e quota a descrip­ 
tion of the common law, which Mr S. D. Parker had 
tho assurance to read to a Boston Jury, in the trial of 


Mr Knoelunil, and to insist that it was then the law of 
this (/'ommonwoafth, and 
hy which he attempted to 
j convict Mr Kneeland o f a crime, and send him to the 
Suite’s P riso n 


“ Lord Hale «ays there is no complete aeries of acts 
o f Parliaments, or of judicial decision*, gu that u te and 
cu sto m , ju d ic ia l decisiong, and resolution» a n d act» 
of Parliam ent, though not now exta n t, might intro­ 
duce some new laws, nnd niter some old, which we 
now take to be the very common law itself, though the 
time and 
precian periods of such alterations are not 
explicitly or clearly known.” 


W hen such j irgon arid nonsense 1« gravely introduc­ 
ed as law by a public prosecutor, und as soleinnly sua- 
t iined by the Court, and by the aid and authority of 
which it is attempted to send citizens to the State’» 
Prison, who only exercise their constitutional r ghts of 
the press, is it not time to inquiro if the judicial system 
be not rotten and corrupt beyond the hopo of cure or 
repair ? 
To shew the kind of frauds, and the degree of 
ignorance, by which the common law has been manu­ 
factured 
in England, we quote from Mr JefiVrson an 
account of the mariner in which Christianity and religion 


in general were made “ part and parcel o f the common 
law, 
uml to speak or write again&t which was made 
punishable by their courts. 


Judge Thatcher sustained this contemptible doctrine 
of the common law, a doctrine at war with common 
sense and common hone-ty, in Mr Kneeland’« trial ; 
but the scorn with which the public has received the de­ 
cision, and the air of ridicule which Mr Jefferson’» nar­ 
rative of the history o f this law, has thrown upon the 
subject, has, we believe, strange as it may seem, 
brought a blush even upon the faces of the bench, and 
we may now look upon the common law maxim “ that 
Christianity and religion are part and parcel of the law, 


and that to speak ug.nist them , is an offence at common 
law ,” to be no longer common law. 
It is defunct, ex­ 


ploded, and repealed, 111 effict, by the power that en­ 
acted it, the Bench, 
'i'lley will «u»i tin it no more. 
Mr Jeflerson, than whom there 1» none more com­ 
petent to give a correct account, thus describes the m an­ 
ner in which the Holy Scriptures, religion and cbris* 
tianity, came to be considered part« of the common law,

The B anks in the House, yesterd ay.— As soon as 
tlie House came to the orders of tho day, yesterday fore­ 
noon, Mr Smith, o f Mount W ashington, moved to re­ 
consider tho vote on Mr Foster’« amendment striking 
out the repealing part of the Senate’s instructions to tha 
joint M m niittus on the State und People’s Banks.

great argument u.»ed in favor of the re-consideration, 
wus, that the members of tho Houso had rnis-appre- 
hendud tho nature and effect of the order from the Sen­ 
ate. 
T he House was extremely impatient o f debate, 
and the motion to re-consider was carried—Ayes, 164 
— N ays, 150. 
T he question then recurred on Mr Fos­ 
ter’s amendment again, which vv.is negatived without 
debate— Ayes, 147—N ays, 166. 
Tho Speaker now 
stated the main question—“ W ill tho House concur 
with the Senate in the order sent down, fur appointing 
a special joint committee of both Houses, with instruc­ 
tions to report a hill to repeal the charter* o f the State 
and People’s Banks, with such other provisions and 
limitations, as in the judgment of she committee the res­ 
pective cases might require ?” 
Mr Richardson, of Boston, attempted to oppose the 
concurrence, but (or a considerable length of time, was 
silenced by 
most vehement coughing.

coughing was cured by the monitors, members betook 
themselves to walking in and out of the doors, and up 
and down the aisles, and thereby creating just ground- 
swell enough lo render Mr Richardson inaudible.
